Company. A public hearing 
had been advertised and there 
were no complaints tothe pr- 
oposal. 

The council voted to extend 


sewage lines up Seminole Ci- 
rcle and to buy the necess- 
ary pipe from Adams Supply 
even though slightly higher 
than low bid. The council 
felt the additional cost was 
justified due to the excellent 
service of the’ company.

CONSTITUTIONAL 
REFORM 


In an earlier column this 
year, I noted that ‘‘the 
Alabama Constitution has the 
dubious distinction of being 
the most outdated and heavily 
amended state constitution in 
the land."’ Many provisions of 
our 1901 constitution are 
cumbersome and overly 
restrictive. A number of bills 
are now pending in the 
Legislature to bring about 
reforms and streamlining in 
this area. 

The first phase of the con- 
Stitutional reform package 
was passed in 1973 and ap- 
proved by a vote of the people. 
This, of course, was the 
Judicial Article which has 
received nationwide acclaim. 
The implementation of the 
Judicial Article will be con- 
sidered by the Legislature this 
summer. It has received more 
than a little opposition in both 
the House and Senate, 
primarily because of the cost 
involved in the im- 
plementation. Hopefully, the 
problems will be resolved 
during the current session. 

The second phase of the 
reform effort concerned the 
Legislature itself in the form 
of ‘annual sessions."’ There is 
much yet to be done in the 
area of legislative reform, 
much of which will require 
constitutional change. Before 
annual sessions will improve 
the legislative process, a great 
deal more must be done to 
upgrade the Legislature. 

There have bee a number 
of bills introduced to sub- 
stantially change the Uon- 
Stitution. Examples are 
reform of the executive 
branch of state government 
and ‘‘yme Rule” for local 
governments in Alabama. 
Presently, there are some 40 
bills pending which directly 
relate to _ constitutional 
reform. Specific information 
will be supplied on request.

Jim Allen Reports 


To The People 


For the past six months the 
United States Senate has been 
attempting--without success-- 
to settle the contested election 
for United States Senator from 
the State of New Hampshire 
As a member of the Senate 
Committee on Rules, I have 
been deeply involved in these 
deliberations, participating in 
Committee hearings and inde- 
bates on the floor of the Se- 
nate seeking to resolve the 
question on the basis of pri- 
nciple and not political con- 
siderations. 

The problem is unique inthe 
history of the United States 
Senate, and stems from the 
November, 1974, General El- 
ections. 

Because of the conflicting 
claims in that close election 
the United States Senate was 
called upon to resolve the mat- 
ter under authority of Article 
I Section 5 of the United States 
Constitution. 

When the 94th Congress co- 
nvened on January 14 of this 


year, I took the position that 
the State's certificate of elec- 
tion issued by the duly con- 
stituted authorities in New Ha- 
mpshire ought to be accep- 
ted provisionally, subject to 
possible change later if the 
Senate so determined following 
a recount. This would have 
allowed New Hampshire its 
full representation in the Sen- 
ate -- 2 Senators -- rather 
than the one Senator it nowhas 
and seems likely to have for 
some time. In retrospect this 
view still seems sound to me. 

I know how the people of 
Alabama would feel if the Se- 
nate refused to accept a cer- 
tificate of election from the 
State of Alabama. They would 
resent it and so would I. As 
a Southerner I feel especially 
sensitive to such matters be- 
cause history records that in 
the period from the end of 
the War Between the States 
in 1865 until June 14, 1868 - 
more than three years - the 
U. S. Senate refused to ac- 
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cept certificates of election 
for Senators-@lect from the 
former Confederate States. 

I have participated in 5 
months of long, serious and 
often quarrelsome Rules Com- 
mittee meetings attempting to 
resolve the New Hampshire 
contest. Our Committee has 
conducted a total of 656-foll 
votes, which is probably a 
record for any committee on 
any assignment in the history 
. of the Senate, but we have 
failed to resolve the issue. 
In June the Committee asked 
the full Senate to resolve 35 
issues snagged by tie votes. 
The Senate has been debating 
the matter for more than a 
month now without ever get- 
ting to a single one of the 
basic questions. 2 

It is illogical and it is 
unreasonable for the Senate 
to continue sitting on this el- 
ection, but so far all efforts 
to resolve the dispute have 
been blocked by those on both 
sides of the aisle seeking to 
make partisan political hay out 
of it. In an effort to assure 
some end of the hassle, I pro- 
posed that the Senate set an 
August | deadline for reach- 
ing a decision, after which 
the seat would be declared 
vacant and the way paved for a 
decision by the soverign people 
of New Hampshire in a new 
election. The Senate rejected 
this proposal and remains de- 
adlocked. In the meantime, 
the American people are get- 
ting out-of-patience with the 
Senate for its failure to act.

SALADS FOR SUMMER 
MEALS 

Salads are a cool refresh- 
ing addition to summer meals 
and make great main dishes 
by themselves. 

With all of the fresh fr- 
uits and vegetables available 
now, you can make delicious 
salads of many kinds. Ifa 
salad will be used as a main 
dish, include generous am- 
ounts of protein--rich foods, 
such as meat, fish eggs or 
cheese, or try serving crisp 
wedges of lettuce or a tossed 
vegetable or fruit salad with 
a tasty dressing as a dinner 
entree, 

Try using greens other th- 
an lettuce, such as endive, 
fresh spinach, cabbage or 
Swiss chard. Make sure you 
wash all salad greens care- 
fully to avoid bruising or in- 
juring the leaves. 

Add salad dressing just be- 
fore serving. And toss light- 
ly--only enough to distribute 
the dressing evenly. 


LEAD POISONING 

Lead poisoning, a crippler 
and killer of young children, 
can be a danger in your home. 

The most common source 
of lead poisoning is peeling and 
chipped leaded paint on win- 
dowsills, doors and walls of 
older homes. Young children 
sometimes chew or eat leaded 
paint found in these areas. 
And although there are strong 
recommendations against th- 
em, lead based paints are still 
used on some toys. So check 
for this before buying toys 
for children. 

To prevent lead poisoning, 
look carefully at the condition 
of all painted walls, woodwork, 
windowsilis and doors in your 
home. If there are any peel- 
ing or cracked areas, sc- 
rape off the old paint; then sand 
the area and repaint. 

Make sure the paint you 
use does not contain lead. Th- 
ese areas can also be sanded 
and covered with contact pa- 
per, wallboard, plywood or pa- 
neling. 


GARDEN TIPS 

Newspapers make an ex- 
cellent mulch for the home 
garden, both to retard grass 
growth and to retain soil mo- 
isture. Papers can be used 
to line the gutter between rows 
and they can be wrapped ar- 
ound plants, too. Newspapers 
put on between rows also keep 
your garden a little less mud- 


y. . 

Both in the garden and sh- 
redded in a compost, the paper 
will decompose with other or- 
ganic matter. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

Give longer life to shower 
curtains and liners by laun- 
dering them before water 
spots, scum and mildew build 
up and become hardtoremove.

HOG OUTLOOK 

It appears that U.S.D.A.'s 
report on hogs and pigs to be 
marketed during this quarter 
is lower than earlier indicated. 
We have a sharpdecrease from 
last year in pork supplies. 
As a result, hog producers will 
be able to make some money 
and favorable profits in the 
months ahead. 

If we have a good corn crop 
in Coffee County, the combina- 
tion of favorable hog prices 
with lower corn price prospe- 
cts will bring about expansion.

Mr. Shorty Lunsford of 


Elba was the guest speaker at 
a Coffee County Health Dept. 
Home Health Agency Advisory 
Council meeting on Tuesday, 
July 22, 1975. Mr. Lunsford 
who had received physical 
therapy and public health nur- 
sing services , praised the 
health care in Coffee County. 
He also had words of enco- 
uragement for other patients. 
According to Mr. Lunsford, he 
will, “give out before he gives 
up”. Mr. Lunsford has ac- 
quired quite a bit of recovery 
following a stroke he had 2 
years ago and is determined 
to achieve even greater re- 
habilitation. 

The luncheon meeting was 
held at the Elba Nursing 
Home with Judge James L. 
Sawyer presiding in the 
absence of the Chairman, 
Ross Cotter, Jr., of Enter- 
prise. 


Commissioner McMillan 
Lane of the Alabama Depar- 
tment of Agriculture and In- 
dustries, announced the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Julian Bryan 
Taylor as State Veternarian 
on July 21, 1975. The ap- 
pointing authority consists of 
Governor George C. Wallace, 
Dr. Aaron Groth, President 
of the Alabama Veterinary 
Medical Association and tne 
Commisioner of Agriculture 
and industries. Dr. Taylor 
succeeds Dr. John G. Milligan 
who retired April 30, 1975. 

Dr. Taylor is a native of 
Coffee County and is a grad- 
uate of Elba High School and 
Auburn University. He began 
work with the Department of 
Agriculture and Industries on 
September 16, 1946, as a field 
veterinarian and has served 
On July 1, 1954, he was ap- 
pointed Associate State Vet- 
erinarian and has served in 
that position until the present 
time. 

Dr. ‘Taylor has been a 
member of the. Alabama Vet- 
erinary Medical Association 
for 29 years, served as pres. 
in 1971 and served on the Ex- 
ecutive Board for approxi- 
mately 14 years. Heisamem- 
ber of the Southeast Alabama, 
Central Alabama. and Am- 
erican Veterinary Medical 
Associations ; National As- 
sociation of Meat and Food 
Inspection Directors; Board 
of Directors of National Meat 
and Food Inspection Dire- 
ctors ; currently serving as 
President of Southern Associ- 
ation of State Meat and Food 
Inspection Directors; and U.S. 
Animal Health Association . 

He is Co-chairmanofthe 
Committee for the Nationwide 
Eradication of Hog Cholera and 
directed the Hog Cholera Era- 
dication Program in Alabama 
until its successful con- 
clusion. 

He organized, staffed, and 
trained personnel for the Meat 
and Poultry Inspection Pro- 
gram including preparing and 
recommending regulations by 
which this law was to be imple- 
mented. He has been involved 
in the eradication and directed 
the field forces inthe eradica- 
tion of Vesicular Exanthema, 
Scrapie, Screwworms from the 
South East, Venezulean Equine 
Encephalomyelitis and Asiatic 
New Castle disease. 

He is married to_ the 
former Syble Rowell of Elba.

Again this bill sets the salary 
ONLY ifthe constitutional am- 
endment putting the officials 
on salary passes the votersof 
Alabama and Coffee County.
